NATIONAL, AND GROWING 

Saskatchewan returns show a total of 
26,000 persons out of employment in the 
cities and towns of that province. In Tor- 
onto 29,000 men without work have been 


registered. 

These figures serve to correct any no- 
tion that unemployment is more prevalent 
in western centres than in eastern cities. 
The city of Toronto alone is shown to 
have more men out of work than are to be 
found in all the cities and towns in Sas- 
katchewan, which in addition to the gen- 
eral depression is suffering the adverse 
results of unprecedented crop conditions. 

Unemployment is a national, not a local 
or sectional problem, And it is more pre- 
valent now than it was a year ago. The 
Government that was to “find work or 
make it” for all who needed employment 
has not even prevented work becoming 
less plentiful, 


THE NORTHERN AIR ROUTE 
Not much public attention has been 
drawn to the flight of Capt. Von Gronau, 


a German airman who landed in Chicago 
the other day after crossing the Atlantic 


via Iceland and Greenland. Yet there 
was a purpose in his flight which gave to 
it an importance beyond that of the usual 
dash across the Atlantic. 


The Captain made a relatively leisured 
since his purpose was to survey 
conditions with a view to the establish 
ment of a regular airplane service between 
the two continents by the northern route. 
His decision is that the project is not prac- 
ticable, as it would cost too much money 


to establish and maintain the necessary 
landing fields and depots among the 
Greenland ice fields. 

But the fact.that he made the trip 


without accident, and with little or no in- 
voluntary delay, shows that the route is 
navigable. Whether it would be profit- 
able, and therefore practicable for regu- 
lar service, depends upon the amount of 
passenger, mail, express and freight traf- 
fic that could be secured. The flight of 
the Captain may mean more to aviation 
than his report.

Foods For Wilderness Trip 

Question: ‘“Foot-loose” says “Tam 
going into the wilds of British Colum- 
bia before very long and will be away 
from all source of supplies for at least 
six months. ‘This means packing !n 
six months’ food. What kinds of foods 
would you suggest for such a trip?” 

Answer: Some of the foods which

| oil with absorbent cotton or a small 
toothbrush. Apply the oil quite hot 
but do not burn the scalp. Massage 
it thoroughly into the scalp 
| Next, wring out a small 
towel in very hot water. Wrap it 
around the hair and repeat the hot 
applications several times. Allow the 
oil to remain on the hair from one to 
three hours, after which the scalp 
will have absorbed the nutriment from 
the oil; then shampoo the hair in the 
usual way. Do not have the water too 
hot at first. Tar soap, white castile 
or an olive-oi] shampoo may be used 
to wash off the o'l. Rinse thoroughly 
in several water
